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like the tree by water courses. He 
is fruitful in personal righteousness 
and fruitful in service. For a con­ 
trasting picture of the wicked man 
we are taken to the threshing floor; 
he is like the chaff, blown away 
and worthless. 
The other three Psalms, printed 
or suggested as devotional reading, 
bear messages of prayer and praise. 
The first verses of the 67th Psalm 
with the clause, “That Thy way 
may be known upon earth, Thy sal­ 
vation among all nations’’ is often 
used as a missionary benediction. 
Another psalmist (or it may be the 
same) declares, “Blessed is the na-1 
tion whose God is the Lord.’’ The 
editor had reasons, derived from his- j 
tory, to select the Psalm quoted, j 
Again and again when the Hebrew 
nation lost its spiritual integrity, 
disaster followed. The fortunes of 
Israel varied with the nation’s obed­ 
ience to God’s law. Modern govern­ 
ments do well to observe that. 
The lesson text ends on a note of 
joy. Every word of the 67th Psalm 
vibrates with rejoicing: “Oh let the 
nations be glad and sing for joy; 
for Thou wilt judge the peoples 
with equity, and govern the na­ 
tions upon earth.” The United Na­ 
tions will prosper only in proportion 
as they observe the spirit, if not the 
letter, of the Lord of the Psalms.

W hite Sulphur Springs, W. Va.,
